Mrxixoiris— Az the recent occurrence 
of several cases of meningitis in our city, reen't- 
ing fatally, has created much inquiry as t the 
pature. and symptoms of this disease, we have 
been at much pains to ascertain from physicians 
the facts given below. ; 

In former times, when physicians and people 
wore not so precise as now, in the technical de 
signation of diteases, we ‘earn that this would 
have been called inflamtation fte brain. In 
this disease, the covering of the brain—caileo 
the moni ges, by the doctors—are ir famed. 
Hence, the name menitigitis designates an in- 
famation of the cover ngs ot the brain. Cerebri- 
tic isinflamation of the proper substance of the 
brain. The termination 1e,“ in medical no- 
menciature, signifiesinfiamation. When the cov- 
erlngs of the brain are alone affected, the disease 
is technically known as cerebral meningitis. 
When the coverings of the spine alone are inflam- 
cd, spinal meningitis desighutes its locality avd 
natere. When the meninges of both the brain 
and spinal marrow sre inflamed, the disease ts 
called cerebro-spinal meningitis. During the 
prevalence of an epidemic of this disease, care- 
representative of all the above phases may be dc- 


veloped. 

Meningitis, whether prevailing as an epidemic 
er occurring sporadically, le ex necessitate, a very 
fatal disease, because it interferes with the 
healthy action of the nerve centers, which the 
merest tyro in medicine knows, preside over and 
govern the fanctivns of the organism. 

The best authorities deseribe the disease as be- 
ing sometimes a simple inflammation, aud some- 
times of a tuberculous origin. Simple Mening tis 
or that which is pot provoked by a deposition of tu- 
bercie, somotime prevalis as an epidemic, and the 
epidemic cause, like that of cholera or any other 
scourge, is rendered more potent by accidenta) 
existing causes such as the prevalence of malaria 
imprudent exposure to viel@situdes of temper- 
ature, the sudden drying up of sorrs about the 
head, imprudent use of stimulants, improper diet, 
play the eating of hearty tuppers) over 
fatigue of bedy or mind, and, in short, any act or 
Lalit which tends to produce unmataral nervous 
excitement or depression, 

The fatality of the disease ls due to the aisor- 
ganization of the membranes covering the brain, 
and the extending of that disorganization to the 
braln subst«nce, is Cerebral Meningitis, In Spt- 
nal Meningitis, similar anatomical changes take 
place in the coverings and proper substance of 
the spinal column
